After the disposal of routine busi- 
ness Mr. Towne (Minn.) was recogniz- 
ed for a speech, which was to be ct 
once hi.s niuuli-n effort aii'l hi.s v.ilc.lii-- 
tory. The galleries were tiileU and 
senators gave him clpse attention, 
while In the rear of the senate was a 
eircle of representatives, who came 
over from the house to bear bim. 

In opening liis atldrnrss Mr. Towne 
r<*f«>rn'd to tlie pHiLion presented to 
libe ticii.i.te a few days ago Ijy ^,000 Kil- 
ipliKus for a ( o.ss.u,tion oi hostilities and 
for the granting of independence to 
the people otf tho Philippines. He 
m»lnuiued that it would prove "a 
^nlckeBlng appeal to the ancient spirit 
of the republic, or its rejection mus: 
dedicate the twentieth century to a 
reaction prejudicial, if not fatal, to 
free institutions." While diacu.s.-ing 
events which led the United Stales 
forcee to the Philippines, Mr. Tt>wne 
referred with particularity to tba 
cbatere thai Agiilualdo had sold his 
couiffry to the Spaniards for a Ijcibe. 
He declared the ancus.ilion "gratuit- 
ous in iits calumny, when we coii.sider 
tliat the offlcial publiciatlons of our 
awn f;c>vcrnnient cjutradict and d'- 
stroy it. We were in alliance with the 
CMllpincs, an alliajice sousht by our- 
•elves, availed of by us for our own 
advantage and finally to our everlast- 
ing shame In the eetdmation of honor- 
iMe men, repudiate<i by us when we 
found It no longer uecess^try, and 
when lust of empire had so blunt- 
ed o\ir moral sensibilities that we 
could mount from an act of perridy lo 
the grand larceny of a nation. " 

Referring tx) .\dradrai Dewey s denial 
that he had ever treated the in.sur- 
geots as air.rs, Mr. Towne said sj.r- 
castl<a!ly: "I fear the hontst sailors 
termliu)lo};y has suffered from recent 
contact Witt: tlie nii e discrimlnation.s 
of admtnistratiou dlploiuacy." 

Diecussing the acquisition of the 
Piillippines Senator Towne said: "it 
Ja not easy to fix with accuracy the 
time when the deaign w«a formed to 
fake forcible poaseaaon of the Phillp- 

fklne islands, nor to ascertain the mind 
n which 'gloomy recesses' this enter- 
prise of sacrilege and violejice first 
gathered form and pressure. There 
has inde^l been a dlsiiosition by it( 
roo«t illustrious sponsers, as if their 
prvphetic wkjIb already treniblel at 
the arcuwktjon of after ages, to im- 
pute tho dublotis responsibility to 
Providence itself. No man, no party, 
no nation, c^ui escape accountability 
for ax'tions by attributing their o'igin 
to any other source than hiimaB mo- 
tives and baman Judgment The pol- 
icy of tha •dBtnlatratloo toward the 
FtUpkntm niMt b« Justified, if ever Jus- 
iUled at all, in the forum of the roa- 
•OB and the consciem^e of mankind." 

Mr. Towne declared that up<m the 
arrival of General Merritt at .Manilla 
a dlstini t .hojige of tone wa.s observ- 
able t>ctween tne Uniteil states ofll- 
Hals and the Filipinos, the alleied at- 
titude l>elng so marked a« lo fon r th« 
conilusion that "iKrrt of Ceneral Mer- 
ritt's prearranged tai;k was to man 
euver out of au awkward friendllneas 
with .\guinaldo, and thus to reach a 
footinf^ ior the convenient develop- 
ment ot some secret policy with wtaleb 
he had come fresh-frelghtad from 
WMhiagton. If there was doubt of the 
wim a rr a ograent of the plan, U was 
banished by the president him.self. 
The thini artlcl* of the protiKol with 
iipain reads: "I'he I'nited States will 
occupy and bold the city, bay and hur- 
hot of Manilla, pending the condu- 
idon of a irisity of peace, which shall 
iletemiine the lontrol, dlsp<jsitlon and 
gove'rnmeni t>f the Philippines.' Yet 
despite that deflnitift provision, the 
president issued, Dec. 21, 1898, his 
famous 'benevolent as8lm.llatlon pro- 
clamatlw.' The dilemma la: BltMt 



that article of pr(>to<'oi noes not mean 
what it says, or the president of th( 
United States In i .insing the Issnancf 
of the procl iniation lo wbii h I h.iv* 
referred broke the plighted faith o! 
this government. It is not agreeabW 
•to me to use thla language, but I de 
Toutly baMeva that tha republic Is al 
the graveat crisis of its history, and I 
feel that a necessary preliminary tc 
Its getting safe OUT is to cause th( 
p<^>ople to realize how it came to get 
IN If we are bent on slaughter, lei 
it 1>e in open guise If we lust for thJf 
people's land, Id us not glaze our en 
terprise with false and sinister pre- 
tense. Rather let us boldly raise thf 
sombre flag of international pir.icy 
whistle scruple down the wind. an( 
then cioae in upon our feeble victiu 
to the cry of 'loot and glory.' " 

Mr. Towne maintained that th( 
United States waa under the obliga- 
tion of circumstances, if not indeed ol 
actual promise.' to grant Indeocndenc* 
w tne FlUplnoa and that among na- 
tions, the former was quite as binding 
as the latter. He argued at lengiU 
in support of his contention th.it the 
Filipinos were perfectly capable c 
govorning themselves, pointing ou 
that .SU per cent of the popular ion ( 
Iaiv.m\ can re. id and write, arid hr^!(' 
irig that the government ( s.iabl'sheil 
by .\guiiialdo was stronn. syini;ie';ric 1 
and jirogi ( .ssi ve, even in the <:il!lciia 
and disturbing conditions whidi sur- 
rounded It. He declaretl that the' Fil- 
ipino sta/tesmen "would creditably 
meet almost any emergency of admln- 
iatratlon in even the moat advanced 
government and would have dlgnlflea 
and ornamented the early struggles 
for n itlonaJlty of any people known 
to history. There is not the slightest 
groiiiul for believing that any appre- 
1 iahle liTipression ha.^ been motle upon 
tho dcti i-miuatifjn of the Philippine 
pWjple to resist us to the end. 'Iheic 
is no evidence tuat any strcuij: n.iiive 
pro-Aniet i(- in ci< nicnl has any exist- 
ence what4'ver. .Xs the result of two 
yettrs of wastin>; w.ir, we (K-cupy aliout 
one five-hundredth part of that archa- 
pela«o. No district is really •pa^-ifle.l.' 
we hold the ground our troops stand 
on, practically nothing more. During 
the campaign of 1900 it was a favorite 
accusation against tha opponents ot 
the admlnlBtration pcrilcy that they 
were ke<'ping alive a smouldering 're- 
bellion' in the Philippines. The news- 
papers and magazines made much of 
tliis foolish aiMument, and in many 
a pulpit, where the ^.'osiiel of the bui 
let had supplanted tlie ( liri.srianity of 
the Bible, tiie pious anathema roiie to 
haavaa on the win^s of prayer." 

After t he Isleel loii. 

Mr. Towne declared that after the 
elections the resistance in the I'hillp 
pines increaaed, and tliat it hn<i Im'< .; 
announced in tlie scn.iie within i 
week that HU.UDO American soldici. 
woulil be needed lu t!ie Islands for ai 
indefinite period. Is it not dwir thit 
the way of duty Is equally the path of 
j;>rofltT Do we need to own people in 
order to trade with them? Is it not 
better to allow our customers to live 
to have their good will and to leave 
them the means of payment, than to 
kill the strongest of them, to earn the 
hatred of the survivors and to Inipov 
erisb all by desolating war? It is 
better to trade li'.x-rty to the I'llipino 
f<H- .s<'<'urity to the United Stat s in 
the islands than to force a sulli n un 
willingness into slavish coaipli;uiee 
with some of our customs by the eni 
ploynient of au army of KIO.OOO men 
It Is a habit of the defenders of th 
adminlatratio:a policy to sneer at 'he 
term 'imperlaUsm,' but It could not 
be sneered away. You oan have im- 
perialism without an emperor. Just a 
Uie Rom^a found that they could 
htive a more royal master though he 
did not wear the hated name of king 
The retention of the Philipplnea wlT 
commit us t:> the whole program oi 
empire. 'I'here is a law among na- 
tions, as ilamlet says there is timonp 
n.en, by which a bad apjieilte gn.w 
by what It feeil.s on. No nation in his- 
tory haa resisted It and to every na- 
tion that has yiehled to it it has 
brought dis.ister. Athens suciuaibei 
to it and perished. Home indulgei 
the mad ambition and followed it u 
her doom. It was the ruin of Venice 
It will work tha destruction of Eng- 
land, in my (qiJnIon, ere the close of 
this fateful century. Are we, with all 
the lessons of history before us. to 
prove the next victim of this ins.iti.ac 
passion, the greatest, most lamentiible 
most gratuitous sacrifice in all human 
tragedy? 1 do not wish to convey the 
Impression that in my opinion t!ic 
present policy will at one fell swoct, 
convert this republic into an empire 
in fact.

Notwithstanding this, 
and with no wish to shirk responsibil- 
ity, the governor sayc he has examined 
the record in vain for any mitigating 
fact. In conclusion the governor s-ays; 

"The important object to be attained 
by the punishment of crime is the pro- 
tection of society. Thousands of men 
are engaged In this country on railroad 
cais. These men are monthly, if not 
weekly, u.ssaulted, robbed and not lu- 
fiequently ktlloil. The safety ot thia
